Clare Smith, a 6o-year-old 
teacher who has lived in her 
two-bedroom flat in Limehouse 
for more than nine years, said 
the letter, dated October 12, had 
come out of the blue. 

"When East Thames wanted 
to attract key workers to the bor- 
ough, they offered accommo- 
dation on slightly lower rents," 
Ms Smith told East End Life. 


The teacher insists that her 
contract does not stipulate 
that she should save towards 
a deposit in order purchase 
her property. 

"It says the intermediate rent 
scheme is designed to assist 
those who are unable to afford 
the cost of renting outright on 
the open market," she said.

"At my age, I would not 
be able to get a mortgage. If I 
did, the repayments would 
be astronomical. 

"East Thames' decision has 
huge implications for key work- 
ers. I thought my home was for 
life. I am traumatised. This is im- 
moral and not what I expect of 
a social housing landlord." 

The teacher attended a meet- 
ing organised by Abbots & Vick- 
ery's Wharf Residents Association 
to discuss the decision. There she 
met scores of others who had 
received the same letter. 

Ms Smith has formed a pres- 
sure group that aims to meet the 
chief executive of East Thames 
to put their case to him. 

Another resident, a disabled 
teacher, has lived in his flat in 
Stepney Green for more than 
seven years. He told East End Life 
that he is "extremely distressed" 
about the letter. 

"We have been model tenants, 
paying the rent diligently de- 
spite regular increases and 
looked after the property im- 
maculately," he said. 

"We have been told sudden- 
ly our only option is to buy the 
flat at full price via shared own- 
ership and, if we cannot afford 
it, we will lose our home. This 
will in turn mean I cannot con- 
tinue with my job as my key 
worker flat was the only thing 
making it possible for me to af- 
ford to stay here." 

He said two months was not 


enough time to sort out fi- 
nances and apply for a mortgage. 

A spokeswoman for East 
Thames said the landlord un- 
derstands that the decision 
may have come as a shock to 
some tenants and apologises for 
any distress caused. 

"Over the coming days we will 
be looking at tenants' individual 
circumstances and, where nec- 
essary, provide them with more 
time to find alternative ac- 
commodation," she said. 

"We are also providing resi- 
dents with one-to-one advice 
and support, as well as details 
of alternative intermediate mar- 
ket rent schemes and other 
housing options." 

The spokeswoman said a 
third of those written to have 
expressed an interest in buying 
their properties. 

Mayor of Tower Hamlets John 
Biggs said: "This is an unfortu- 
nate decision which creates 
uncertainty in the lives of peo- 
ple affected. 

"The council has asked East 
Thames to review their decision, 
or at the very least offer an ex- 
tended period of time and more 
options for residents. I hope 
that this request will be con- 
sidered and we will be explor- 
ing what else the council can do 
to help those affected."

Schools celebrate 
improvement 
in GCSE results

TOWER Hamlets schools 
were celebrating this 
week after figures showed 
the borough has the 
fifth most improved GCSE 
results in the country. 

Provisional data released by 
the Department for Education 
shows the percentage of young 
people achieving five A* to C 
grades in their GCSEs increased 
from 59.7 per cent in 2014 to 
63.4 per cent in 2015. 

The results are very different 
to the national picture - which 
saw an overall decrease in 
the number of young people 
achieving five A* to C grades 
from 53.4 to 52.8 per cent. 

Particular improvements in 
the borough include: 

■ Bishop Challoner Boys - 


which saw the single biggest 
improvement, with a 21.6 per 
cent increase; 

■ Langdon Park also saw 
a 15.6 per cent increase; 

■ Swanlea School improved 
by 14.8 per cent. 

Mayor of Tower Hamlets 
John Biggs said: "Education in 
Tower Hamlets is constantly 
equipping young people in 
our borough with the skills 
they need to succeed in their 
future careers. 

"We need to recognise the 
achievements of these schools. 
Without the hard work and 
determination of teachers and 
school staff, this improvement 
would not have been possible. 
Congratulations to them!" 

Schools working with the 
council carried out a detailed 
analysis of the previous year's 


results to look for lessons to 
be learnt. 

The council actively suport- 
ed schools with experienced 
officers and by brokering 
partnerships between schools. 

And schools in the borough 
have very well established 
intervention programmes for 
GCSE students, tailored to 
individual pupils' needs. 

Some schools - such as Lang- 
don Park - implemented after- 
school revision sessions in 
key subjects such as maths 
and English. 

Cllr Rachael Saunders, cabinet 
member for children and edu- 
cation, said: "These results 
demonstrate that the excel- 
lent work of teachers, parents 
and children is really paying off. 
I am glad to be able to celebrate 
this success."

Poppy Appeal needs you 


News fzom council

STARTING this week, tens 
of thousands of volun- 
teers across the nation 
will be collecting for the 
annual Poppy Appeal. 

The first official British Legion 
Poppy Day was held in Britain 
on November 11, 1921, inspired 
by the poem In Flanders' Fields. 

It was written in 1915 by a 
Canadian, John McCrae who 
died in May 1918, six months 
before the end of the war. 

The tradition of wearing a 
poppy was the inspiration of an 
American lady, Miss Michael, 
who was presented with a 
small gift of money by some of 
the overseas war secretaries of 
the YMCA, for whom she 
worked. 

She told them about the 
poem, and announced that 
she was going to buy 25 red 
poppies with the money. 
She wore one herself, and the 
others quickly sold. 

It is believed that this was the 



first group selling of poppies. 
Since then, the Poppy Appeal 
has been a key annual event in 
the nation's calendar. 

The 1921 appeal raised 
£106,000, about £4.2 million in 
current valuation. Last year the 
total raised was £45 million. 

Every collector that I know is 
always moved by the support 
that is shown to our nation's 
armed forces from all commu- 
nities and ages. 

Enormous thanks are due to 
my colleague, Cllr Craig Aston, 
who stepped in to co-ordinate 
the Tower Hamlets appeal when 
age took its toll on the small 
band who had previously 
worked for years in organising 


the poppies and circulating and 
collecting in the donation tins. 

In 2014 the amount collected 
by Tower Hamlets councillors 
and Jim Fiztpatrick MP ex- 
ceeded £19,000. Borough- wide 
£120,000 was raised, with much 
coming from the effort on 
Armed Forces Day, when service 
people, past and present, join in 
the collection. 

Here is the first verse of 
McCrae's now famous poem: 

In Flanders’ fields the 
poppies blow 
Between the crosses, 
row on row, 

That mark our place; 

and in the sky 
The larks, still bravely 
singing, fly 
Scarce heard amid the 
guns below.

New deal is sought over gambling policy 


THE council is seeking 
views from the public as 
it looks to review its 
gambling policy. 

Following the Gambling 
Act 2005, local authorities 
in England and Wales have 
been required to review 
their gambling policy 
following consultation. 

The current policy has 
been in place since 2013 and 
runs until 2016. It needs to be 
reviewed every three years. 

The consultation period 


runs until Sunday, January 
17, 2016. 

There are three licensing 
objectives set out in the Gam- 
bling Act that the council must 
incorporate into any strategy. 
These are: 

■ Preventing gambling from 
being a source of crime or 
disorder, being associated with 
crime or disorder or being used 
to support crime;

The authority is obliged to 
protect vulnerable people, and 
the licensing policy is devoted 
to achieving this, across a 
range of premises licences and 
permits which the authority 
will administer.

History 


John Rennie continues the story of the perennial problem of housing in the East End. 


Home front battles went 
on long after war ended 


IF the housing situation in the East 
End was bad before World War II, 
the outbreak of hostitilies saw 
things become desperate. 

Yet even before the bombs started falling, 
tenants found they had some power with 
the landlords. A succession of rent strikes 
from 1940 onwards focused on the lack of 
air raid shelter provision in the boroughs 
east of the City... though when the Blitz 
started, an Anderson or Morrison shelter 
would prove little protection. 

And the fight for housing changed 
local politics too and became bound up - 
for a while at least - with the Communist 
party. 

Phil Piratin had been one of the most 
energetic campaigners for better housing, 
against fascism and for proper shelters, and 
had won enormous trust from local peo- 
ple. So it was in 1945 that he was elected 
as the Communist MP for Stepney. Four 
months later, all ten Communist candidates 
were elected to the borough council. 

Yet even as the fight seemed to be 
turning, the whole complexion of the East 
End was changing. Bombed-out families 
had left, most never to return as they had 
no homes to go back to. 

The ethnic mix of the East End had been 
changed too: there was a huge move out 
by Jewish residents, and they had been the 
stalwarts of the local Communist party, and 
thus the rent protests. 

Seeds had been planted though. Lew 
Cherley described himself as 'non political', 
but he knew who the enemies were. He had 
helped defend Cable Street in the 1930s and 
helped organise the rent strikes in the years 
that followed. And when a friend asked him 
if he was interested in forming a tenants' 
association on the new Ocean Estate, "I said 
yes." He was still fighting for the rights of 
tenants there at 85, until a few months 
before his death in 2001. 

But most people could only dream of 
getting a spanking new flat on the Ocean 
(currently being redeveloped of course). The 
new East Enders were arriving from 
Bangladesh, and moving into the swiftly 
decaying Spitalfields. 

The grand plans for post-war recon- 
struction had dwindled to a piecemeal 
building of estates such as the Ocean, and 
there were a number of fights going on. GLC

in London meant that you might be 
afraid to step outside your front door in 
Spitalfields, let alone be rehoused in a 
predominantly white estate further out 
into Bethnal Green or Stepney. And the 
racism was institutionalised in the 
housing bureaucracy too. 

Squatting activist Terry Fitzpatrick recalled 
accompanying a Bengali to request a 
transfer away from racist neighbours only 
to be told the requested empty flat "was 
for white people". Bengali families would 
be rehoused only to return to the safety of 
a squat in Spitalfields. 

The fight for decent housing again 
became caught up with the Left politics of 
the day, though for most it was a purely 
practical battle. Accusations by those on the 
Left and the Right that Bengalis were 
ghettoising themselves will always be 
less compelling than the need to protect 
your family from attack. 

Fitzpatrick now became viewed as 
Tower Hamlets' semi-official housing man- 
ager for Bengalis, but many young 
Bangladeshis who would later become 
involved in Tower Hamlets politics cut their 
teeth in the fight for decent housing. 

Abbas Uddin, who would later become 
leader of the council was, with his parents, 
one of the first Bengali squatters, and 
would become a youthful secretary of the 
Bengali Housing Action Group. Sunahwar 
Ali was a youth activist with the group 
and went on to run the Tower Hamlets 
Homeless Families Campaign. 

Just as in the Thirties, there were also bat- 
tles on the streets. The Blackshirts were no 
more but in their place were the National 
Front, the British Movement and then the 
BNP marching down Brick Lane. Meanwhile, 
Fitzpatrick and the BHAG were working 
with the council to draw up a safe list of 
estates to which Bangladeshi families 
would be prepared to move. Thirteen were 
designated, later to be reduced to eight. 

Today Spitalfields is transforming again. 
This time it's not immigrants escaping con- 
flict overseas who are moving into and 
changing the area. For the first time ever 
perhaps, the eastern fringe of the City is de- 
sirable, hip - a place to choose to live rather 
than tolerate. But some things don't change. 

As ever the pressure on space is intoler- 
able and the struggle is on to find housing 
that's both decent and affordable. Vermin 
and a lack of sanitation may be (largely) 
problems of the past but London, and the 
East End especially, still faces the perennial 
problem... of howto house its own people.

A view from the border 


Walk of the Month: Shoreditch boundaries 



On this month's walk Graham Barker explores the 
boroughs outer limits. Photos by Kois Miah. 


BOROUGH boundaries can be 
interesting places, marking the 
transition from one area to the 
next. On this walk, you’ll get 
glimpses over into Hackney - old 
warehouses, creative enterprises 
and youth projects - mixed with 
Shoreditch street art, sculptures and 
a dash of local heritage. 

From Shoreditch High Street station, you 
emerge onto Bethnal Green Road, beside 
Boxpark's pop-up parade of boutiques and 
cafes housed in freight containers. 

Head right - by enticing street food stalls 
-to Threads (1), a slender sculpture created 
by Tim and Hattie Coppard in 1996; its 
intertwined yarns allude to local textile 
industries, weaving their way through East 
End history

The black building opposite was built in 
1884 as James & Sons boot manufactory; 
it's now a cocktail bar guarded by eagles. 
Around the corner in Chance Street (2) 
look out for the 1958 former synagogue 
- now a home-cum-artist's studio - and 
the so-called Dirty House, designed by 
David Adjaye with reflective smoked 
glass and pitch-black walls, topped 
by a roof terrace. 

Here too is the first of many 
eye-catching artworks: a giant hedge- 
hog, layered in black and white, by 
Belgian artist ROA. 

Redchurch Street is something of a 
magnet for trendies and fashion- 
istas. The Owl and Pussycat 
pub - behind its 1890s facade and 
gleaming green tiling - dates 


back to the late 17th century; it's still 
a popular drinking spot. And 
opposite, a sweep of boutiques 
offer upmarket fashions. 

As its name suggests, Bound- 
ary Street marks the boundary 
between Tower Hamlets and 
Hackney. Sir Terence Conran set 
up the Boundary hotel, deli and 
restaurant here in 2008. They occupy 
a former printworks; the pavement 
windows let daylight down to the 
presses below. 

Skirt beside the Boundary Estate (3), 
created by the London County Council in the 
1890s as London's first council housing 
development. Along Navarre Street there's 
a glimpse towards Arnold Circus, from 
which the whole estate radiates. The 19 blocks 
- named after towns along the Thames - are 
interspersed with community gardens. Sev- 
eral blocks have courtyard workshops: there's 
a cafe and yoga space at Cleeve Studios. 
On Calvert Avenue, Paper and Cup is 
a social enterprise created by Spitalfields 
Crypt Trust (SCT) (4). For 50 years, 
SCT has been “putting lives back 
together" by helping people 
recovering from addiction to 
develop new skills; at 
the New Hanbury 
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Ravenscroft Park, with its glimpse through the trees to the Dorset Estate 


Project opposite, they run the Restoration 
Station furniture workshop. 

Shoreditch High Street is busy with 
traffic. Standing opposite, centre stage, is the 
former foundry and showroom of Wells & 
Company's Commercial Ironworks (5) - an 
Italian Gothic design of lancet windows and 
mosaic stars from 1877-80. 

St Leonard's Church ( 6 ) - designed by 
George Dance the Elder - celebrates its 275th 
anniversary this year, but worship has 
taken place on this site since Roman times. 
It's open daily from i2-2pm; look inside at the 
historical exhibition, Bridge organ, and 
memorial to the Burbages and other local 
Tudor theatricals. 

After crossing at the lights - with a 
glance towards the art deco former Great 
Eastern Railway station - follow Hackney 
Road. A succession of shops selling leather 
goods - colourful handbags and glitzy shoes 

- runs alongside. 

The Eastside Educational Trust, picked 
out in purple, helps youngsters work 
creatively in music, drama and visual arts. 
Next door, Perseverance Works (7) is a hub 
for creative enterprises set in a cluster of 
Victorian warehouses. Nip into the courtyard 

- under Allen Jones' red steel Artisan 
sculpture - to investigate. 

Over the road, there's a view towards 
Shoreditch Tabernacle - The Tab - topped 
with a polygonal glass lantern. 

A few steps onwards - past an antique 
emporium and cocktail club - you arrive at 
Poor's Ground burial site ( 8 ). These days the 
only stone remaining commemorates 
Thomas Fairchild, a Hoxton nurseryman and 
florist, noted for his plant hybrids. An info- 
panel sets out his story, beautifully illustrated 
with hedgerow plants, fruit and herbs.

Retrace a few steps and cross the zebra over 
to Columbia Road. Ahead, the imposing 
tenement block - with delicate balcony 
ironwork - is Leopold Buildings (9), built 1872 
by the Improved Industrial Dwellings 
Company and named after Queen Victoria's 
son, Prince Leopold. 

Outside the Columbia Road Nursery 
School, a weather-beaten stone lion marks 
an entrance to the former Columbia 
Market - a vast, Gothic complex of shops, 
financed by philanthropist Angela Bur- 
dett-Coutts in 1868. A remarkable building, 
but not a commercial success, it was 
demolished in 1958. 

Nearby, residents' gardens abound with 
giant palm, banana and olive trees. Skirt 
around Sivill House - towering at 19 storeys 
- into the rose garden and shrubbery. Here 
a recently installed memorial (10) - fringed 
by pansies, lavender and poppy wreaths - 
commemorates the 45 people who lost 
their lives when a Blitz bomb penetrated the 
Columbia Market air raid shelter. 

From Ravenscroft Park there are glimpses 
through the trees to the Dorset Estate and 
children's playground. 

Columbia Road is famed for its Sunday 
flower market. Take time to explore the 
shops - on the first stretch there's Vintage 
Heaven, Pot Luck and Angela Flanders' 
perfumery - before following Ravenscroft 
Street. No 98 occupies a former dairy shed, 
and here you're on the edge of the Jesus 
Hospital Estate, some 350 neat terraced 
cottages built in the 1860s.

Cross Wellington Row and head through 
the archway at Lygon House. Bethnal Green 
Academy (11) occupies the former Daniel 
Street School, together with a modern 
extension alongside. 

Further on, in the estate garden, pause by 
Franta Belsky's sculpture The Lesson (12), in 
which a mother tenderly supports a boy 
taking his first steps. 

Further along Turin Street - by the Front 
Line youth project - cut along the estate road 
to Gibraltar Walk workshops. Around the 
corner in Shacklewell Street, the Weavers 
Community Forum (13) - set amidst 
vegetable beds, tyre-stack planters, 
climbing ivy and hops - offers 
employment training and sports 
activities. 

There's plenty of creativity on 
upper Brick Lane, where a trio of 
shops sell laser-cut furniture, 
fashionable hats and 
Perspex j ewellery. 

Back on Redchurch 
Street, sharks, puffer 
fish, sea anemones 
and corals come to- 
gether in a psychedelic 
mural by Louis Masai 
on the rear wall at 
Rich Mix (14) Further 
street art awaits you 
on Club Row: Citizen 
Kane's Portal - a black 
and red polymer 
clay sculpture - and

interlocking hands by James Bullough. 

Just beyond Barber and Parlour - a cafe, 
nail bar and cinema - look back to Ben Eine's 
giant circus-style letters spelling out Old 
London. And, finally, Jimmy C's drip and daub 
portraits - a hoodie boy and bubble girl - stare 
out from Whitby Street. 

From here it's a short stroll back to Shored- 
itch station, the end of your walk.

Horrorgami is cutting 
edge Halloween fun

ARTIST Marc Hagan-Guirey 
has his work cut out 
for him. 

Quite literally, in the Bethnal 
Green authors case, as he is the 
UKs leading practitioner of 
Kirigami, the Japanese art of 
paper cutting and folding. 

And he has now produced a 
book, published in time for 
Halloween, containing scenes 
for readers to have a go at 
themselves. 

Horrorgami: 20 Gruesome 
Scenes to Cut and Fold features 
spookily intricate cutouts of 
horror scenes, such as pop-up 
versions of Dracula's castle and 
Frankenstein's laboratory. 

It's a labour of love for the 
artist, who traces his fascination 
with horror films back to 1992 
when, as a child he mistaken- 
ly tuned into the classic BBC 
'mockumentary', Ghostwatch.

After a neighbour discovered 
him sobbing with fear on the 
doorstep of his house, Marc 
describes the programme as 
"the most traumatic piece of 
television I'd ever seen'' but the 
rest is history. 

Since then, the horror genre 
has become a career. In 2012, 
Marc left his post as head of 
design for a Soho advertising 
agency to concentrate on 


kirigami. Marc's first exhibi- 
tion attracted attention 
from BBC Online, Wired, Time 
Out and Creative Review. 

Kirigami is the art of cutting 
and folding a single sheet of 
paper to make intricate 3D 
scenes and no glue is allowed. 
The book presents 20 different 
scenes, each featuring step- 
by-step instruction, and a 
template that can be pulled 


out. With projects ranging from 
beginner to advanced, every- 
body can have a go at creating 
their own pop-up scene.

The Blind Beggar has moved into fine fast food

THIS Sunday afternoon 
finds me wandering 
around Brick Lane and 
it's environs with two 
particular requirements. 

I need a place that serves a 
traditional Sunday lunch and is 
showing the big match. 

There were a couple of 
abortive attempts - one estab- 
lishment being the subject of a 
major refurbishment and an- 
other specialising in Thai food. 

And with time running 
out due to the impending kick 
off, I arrive at the doors of 
the Blind Beggar, a hostelry of 
some repute. 

Surely I would be able to ful- 
fil my relatively tmncated wish- 
list here? Well, the short answer 
is yes and no. 

Yes, they had the footy 
showing on a huge screen. In 
fact, as I walked in, the players 
had just walked out in proces- 
sion on to the pitch. 

But the Beggar - horror of 
horrors - no longer sells Sunday 
lunch. 

It is now the arm of some- 


thing called the Banger Broth- 
ers, famous hotdogs, real burg- 
ers and 'last but not least' 
sausage and chips. 

I had to make a decision - 
miss the start of the game in 
search of my roast dinner, with 
no guarantee of finding one in 
the vicinity, or watch the game 
and take what was one offer? 

I stayed, and I was very glad 
that I did. 


I ordered at the bar, there be- 
ing no table service here. After 
a slight mishap with my change, 
which was professionally and 
amiably dealt with, I moved to 
the far side of the bar to collect 
my food, which had already ap- 
peared on a tray and was await- 
ing me. 

My food looked like two care 
packages, all neatly wrapped up 
and pristine looking. One con- 


taining my burger and the oth- 
er my chips (I was heartened 
that they were called chips 
rather than fries!) 

On opening, I was more than 
pleasantly surprised. The chips 
were delightful, crisp on the 
outside and light and fluffy on 
the inside. They were worth the 
trip on their own with a dip 
of mayonnaise and tommy 
ketchup. 

My fat burger was in a brioche 
bun with melted cheese and all 
the trimmings. 

And if good dining involves 
engaging all the senses, then it 
was one nil to Banger Bros. 

The bun felt light and airy and 
tasted fantastic. The meat was 
well seasoned, good medium 
rare and juicy, with the crunch 
of the gherkin. 

And Arsenal won too. What 
could be better? 

Burger, chips and pint of diet 
coke came to £12.75. 1 will return 
soon to try the hotdogs.

WITH winter fast approaching 
the fruits of the crab apple tree 
here at Stepney start to mature 
and are great for making a 

preserved jelly to use as a 
condiment to your roasts, with 
cheese or just spread on a nice 
piece of wholemeal toast. 

Steve’s Stepney czab apple jelly 

Ingredients 

Crab apples 

Lemon, ginger and 

cinammon (or any other 
flavours you can think of) 
Sugar 


Method 

1. Wash the apples, removing 
any bruised fruit. Put in a 
saucepan, fill with water to 
just cover the apples and add 
any additional natural flavour. 
For ours in the cafe, I added half 
a lemon, some cinnamon and 
a little ginger for spice. 

2. Bring to the boil and simmer 
until the fruit is soft (about 30 
minutes). 

3. Pour the pulp into a jelly bag 
or several layers of muslin and 
let drip overnight into a pan. 


4. The next day, measure the 
juice, and add sugar in the 
ratio of 10 parts juice to 7 of 
sugar. Bring to the boil, stirring 
to dissolve the sugar. 

5. Keep at a rolling boil for 40 
minutes, skimming off the froth. 
To test the set, chill a dessert- 
spoon in the refrigerator. 

6. When the jelly is set, it will 
solidify on the back of the 
spoon. Pour into warm, sterilised 
preserving jars and tightly seal 
while still slightly warm. Store 
in a cool dark place.
